TITL' LATEST GAOL DELIVERY. 

Oa Thursday tho 20th November, a 
pinaonei" mysteriously ilisappearcd from 
the gaol in this city. His name '.vas 
SIeyers. Ho had bctn arrested on a 
charge of bringing stolon goods into 
tho Province — he having been first ar- 
rested on a cluirgo of felony, conuuitted 
at Tacoma, in Washin^qton Territory — 
and occupied a cell in company with 
other prisoners. Tlie discovery ^vas 
made early on Friday morning, when 
the cells are ahvay.s tlirowii open. In 
the coll that had been occupied by 
MEYEns ,waa found a pack^f blankets, 
arranged so "as to rcsombl^i man's fig- 
ure reclining on the floor. The gaoler, 
it is stated, counted the prisoners in 
each cell before h.iuding over the keys 
to the turnkey, who oanie on at six 
o'clock iu the evening. In making the 
count be seems to have credited Mey- 
EBs' cell with one man more than it 
really contained, accepting the pack of 
blankets in lieu. Tiie turnkey, in tak- 
ing" over the )irisoners, also accepted 

. blankets instead of man; iind great was 
the consternation on Kriday morninr; 
at the Barraijks when in place of a liv- 
ing, breathing, roguish culprit, tho 
blankets appeared. The local oi-gan 
of tho Government, which made an- 
nouncement of tlie escape, cxjiressed 
the opinion tliat the man had substi- 
tuted blankets for his corpm in tho af- 
ternoon, and hidden away until eve- 
ning -when ho scaled tho fence and 
made off in the gloom of approaching 
night. This opinion, as a matter of 
course, is conjectural. Nothing is posi- 
tively known as to tho mode of the 
jirisoner's escajie ; but all must see that 
ho could not have got out without the 
aid of accomj)lice.s, either within or 
without tho prison. Por instance, it 
would have been impcssiblo for Meveiis 
to make a bogus tigm-e without liis fel- 
low prisoners, iit least, l>eiiii; aware of 
his design. Nor is (ho presence of par- 
tics outside the prison wnlls incom])at- 
iblo with the acconiplice hypothesis. 
Since the escape it is stated that M.EV- 
ER8 has influential fi'iend.s on the Sound, 
and that those friends have helped to 
get him clear oft'. But it was not with 
tho object of oftering any theory as to 

■the mode of the man's escape that wo 
started to write. It was to draw jnib- 
lic attention to the remarkable fact 
that although twelve days have elapsed 
since the escape of Mevi:r.s an investi- 
gation has not been instituted. No 
suspensions have been made. No re- 
ward oQered. So far as we can learn, 
only feeble, if any, exertions have l)ccn 
put forth to recapture tho fugitive, Is 
this the conduct the public have a right 
to expect from the Government '! Is 
it possible that they still continue to 
enjoy llie conlidencc of a too lenient 
House and country, while blunders 
mark their every step, and "failures of 
Justice" are of evory-clay occurrence? 
Tho duty of the Government was to 
have immediately ordei'cd an investi- 
gation and a strict search. There is now 
no hope entertained of overtaking the 
fugitive, and but little, wo fear, of 
tracking his accomplices. Governnient- 
ftl matters are as bad as bad can be ; 
and who would venture to say, if tho 
existing lethargy should continue, that 
there may not shortly be a general 
gaol delivery without liio aid of the 
Supreme Court Judges. 



Editor Coloxist: — I have from time 
to time read your able and tolling 
articles upon the saying and doings of 
the present Government; Init wiio is it 
that ought to restrain ail imprudences? 
to hold the reins and guide the team? 
Is there no head? Does the Governor 
possess no power? is he a puppet to 
follow mookly the superior (?) minds of 
the leading trio? Has he not the 
power to dismiss incompetent advisers 
as has been done by the governors of 
other provinces under responsible gov- 
ernment. 

As this fair Prov'inco is entering on 
ft new era we want men of ability, of 

moral force and courage at the helm 
wiio can lead tlio people and obtain 
their confidence — men who have the 
strength of will to carry out what they 
propose and what they promise. AVith 
such men as our leaders we nmst take a 
prominent place as a Province of tho 
Dominion. It is impossible for our 
present rulers to raise Britisli Colum- 
bia from the obsiairity and stagnation 
they have lirought to it. Therefore 
would it not bo wiser for them to re- 
sign the reins than to have them taken 
from their hands? *

H. B. Good rs. Jno. Stewart — This was 
an action in which tho information was 
laid by tho prosecutor in his capacity of 
Collector of Inland Revenue, charging 
the defendant with liaving in his posses- 
sion at his store on Yates street two cop- 
per worms suitable and intended for dis- 
tilling without having given notice there- 
of to tho Collector of Inland Eovcnuo, .as 
required by the provisions of sub-section 
2, section 8, of tho Consolidated Inland 
Revenue Act, 31 Vic. Cap. 8. 

Jlr. Dupont, Inspector of Revenue, ap- 
peared on bohalf-.of the >.KevonuQ Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Pollard appeared ; for the 
defendant. •- ,• yj '- -y 

jMr. Good having awprri to tlio truth of 
his information, 

Mr. Dupont dei>osed that on the 2Gth 
November he, in his ofllcial capacity, 
found tho two worms in possession of the 
defendant at his store on Yates street, in 
this citj'; ho (witness) seized them and ro- 
niovod them to the olHce of the Inland 
Revenue department; the v.'orms wore 
suitable fcr the manufacture of spirits. 
Witness saw nothing else in the store in 
contravention of the ])rovisions of the In- 
land Revenue Act. Did not search for 
anything else. The worms, in themselves, 
wore insuflicisnt to distill spirits. Thoy 
were small, but large enough to condense 
considerable spirits in a d.ay. They were 
hanging at the door and not concealed in 
any way. Thoy could be usnd for distill- 
ing water. 

W. Robinson, deposed that he engaged 
Mr. Stewart about years ago to 
make a worm for him, for tlio purpose of 
distilling water for tho purpose of making 
pickle for pickling pork. Witness advised 
JMr. Stewart to make a few more of the 
worms and ho made more. Witness had 
seen tliese two in tlie shop since and timk 
line of them. 

-\rthur Bimstor doimsed that he h-.'A 
been ti distiller for a few months iiere and 
in tho States before he came here. In 
his opiiuon unless there was a very largo 
stream of water the worms in question 
could not be profitably used for distilling 
spirits in a commercial point of view. It 
would not pay a man to occupy his time 
for what little the wfpnns could possibly 
condouso. 

ISIr. Dupont then addressed the Court 
and cited tho clauses of the Inland Re- 
vonuo Act, which require that any person 
intending to import or make a still worm 
or any otiier portions of appar.atus suit- 
able for distilling or rectifying must, be- 
fore doing so, give notice of his inten- 
tion to the Collector of Inland Revenue; 
also, the claiises of the .\ct imposed a 
penalty of JjoOO line and imprisonment for 
not less than six montlis with hard labor 
on any person nitiking or importing a still 
or worm, or having the same in his pos- 
session, without having obtaineda license 
from the Collector of Inland Revenue 
permitting tho importing or making or 
liaving in possession. Ue stated that in 
this instance he did not impute any fraiid- 
iileiil intent to Mr. Stewart and thero- 
foro instead of proceeding as ho oclier- 
wiso would under these stringent sections 
of tho Act, ho contented himself with 
tlic seizure of the worms and with asking 
for the imposition of tho lowest possible 
penalty imposed by tho Act, which would 
bo ^^200. The Inland Revenue Act, ho 
said, was a veiy stringent one, and he do- 
sired to make its i)ro visions known. He 
regarded it as tho written instructions of 
every oflicor of Inland Revenue and in his 
l)rcsont proceedings was actuated solely 
i)y a desire to discharge his duty. 

I\Ir. Pollard, for tho defense, submitted 
that the prosecutor was not a compotcnt 
■witness and that therefore his evidence 
was inadmissable. The charge was there- 
fore not supported by two credible wit- 
nesses as required by tho Act under which 
the proceedings had been taken. Ho ap- 
plied to tho Court for a postponement of 
the hearing in order that tho somewhat 
novel point.s at issue might bo fully look- 
ed into. 

His Honor remarked that in the event of 
conviction it was in his power to impose 
a pen.alty of $200. He was prepared to 
iidmit that tho penalty was heavy and 
from the evidence adduced it did not seem 
to him that Mr. Stewart had the worms 
ill his possession with any intention of 
defrauding the revenue. It was tho duty, 
however, of the ofticcrs of the Revenue 
Department to take cogniiumco of any ap- 
parent infringement of tlio law. He 
would concede to tho application for tho 
postponement and adjourn tho hearing of 
the case until Thursday next. 

(hven Ryan, on remand, charged with 
assaulting a police ofUcerin tho execution 
of his duty, failed to appear and a fine of 
?r)0, or in default of payment 3 months' 
imi)risonmont was recorded against him. 

Robert James, a Stickoon Indian, 
charged with stealing .i?3 from another In- 
dian, pleaded guilty and was remanded 
until Wednesday next for sentence. 

Ah Sing, ch.irged with stealing a pair of 
shoes from a private residence in the city, 
was also remanded.

Rithet vs. Baker — This was an action 
brought on a promissory noto, to which the 
defendant pleaded that it was not stamp- 
ed. The plaintiff demurred, alleging that 
tho Stamp Act did not applj- to British 
Columbia. 

jMr. Drake for the plaintiff; Jlr. Rob- 
ertson, Q.C., for the defendant. 

The plaintiff contended that as tho Act 
was espressii' stated not to be a new law, 
but a consolidation of tho old laws, it 
could not bo Iield to apply to tliis Prov- 
inco unless tho old laws applied. Tho 
Dominion Govornivont had, by an order 
in council, attempted to apply all tho in- 
land revenue laws or the Dominion to 
British Columbia on tho strength of an 
Act passed prior to Confederation. But 
as all legislation took effect only from tho 
dato of tho union it was contended that 
no Act passed prior to tho union could 
atlect British Columbia unless made ap- 
Iilicablo by statute after the union. 

jMr. Roliertsiui, Q.C., contended that 
all Acts ai)plied to the whole Dominion 
utulor tho iStatuto Intorprotation Act un- 
less the context showed th.at it was intend- 
ed to limit the operation of the Act and 
that tho words limiting tlio effect of this 
Act only had reference to proceedhigs 
pending at tlie passage of tho Act, and 
that the Legislature must be aupposed to 
know what (hoy intended, and as British 
Columbia was not excepted from tho 
operation of tho Act it-nuist bo hold to be 
within its provisions. 

Tho Court took time to consider.

At about balf-past 5 o'clock on Sunday 
morning volunines of smoko wore seen to 
ho issuing from tho New England bakery 
situate on Columbia street, New Weat- 
minstor, occupied by Messrs. Cross- 
man & Burliifg. The fire spread with 
groat rapidity and the fiauTOS quickly ex- 
tended to tho jewelry storo in the same 
building occupied by Mr. MoNaughtou. 
The Hyack Fire Brigade was in atten- 
dance with commendable alacrilyj'but.tho 
flames extended to Withrow's furniture 
storo adjoining. The roof of these 
premises took firo and for a timo tho on- 
tiro structure was in danger. Tho con- 
tents of the building were more or less 
damaged by water and removal. For- 
tunately, previous to tho firo breaking 
out, rain had fallou heavily and the 
adjacent buildings were saturated with 
providential water. The street was novor- 
tlioless besprinkled with sp.arks and oni- 
bors, which would havo proved destruc- 
tive had tho wind been high.

I Fire W.ardens and that they will recom- 
I mend that tho provisions of the by-law be 
' so modified that only two ladders to each 
block of buildings be demanded.

SOUTH AI\IERIOA. 
Ni:w York, Nov, 22. — Tlio condi- 
tion of affairs in Lima is anytliing bub 
favorable, A Ministerial crisis follow- 
ed the capture of tho Huascar, and the 
new Jlinistry was not formed until 
Peridla, tho great rival of Prado for 
tho Presidency, was called in. Prado 
lins become extremoly unpopular, and 
no serious trouble would be experienc- 
ed in deposing liim, unless his soldiers 
at Arioa determined to sustain him, 

EUROPE. 

Nkw York, Nov, 25. — A sjieclal 
from Edinburgh, says: Gladstone ar- 
rived yesterday, and ^vas most enthu- 
siastically welcomed by a great crowd 
o£ people oii his arrival at tho station. 
Tho day was extremoly lino, no snow 
on tho ground, and the denionstration 
made by tho people was magnificent. 
He was met at tho station by Earl 
Roseborry, and driven off amid the 
shouts of tho people to the Earl's resi- 
dence at Dalmeny Park, where he pas- 
sed tho evening quietly. Gladstone 
would have opened the canvass for the 
electoral contest, to which he has now 
pledged himself, with an address to tho 
electors at Dalkeith tins afternoon, but 
for the fact that to-day is the birthday 
of the Earl of Dalkeith's father, tho 
Duko of Buccleucli. In consequence of 
tlii.s, the battle is to be opened to-day 
with uu address in Music Hall, of this 
city, to the electors around Edinburgh. 
Thursday lie will .speak at WestCaldor, 
where the enthusiasm to hear liiin is so 
great that they have built a temporary 
hall, no place in town affording room 
for tho large number of people expect- 
ed to be present. 

London, Nov. 2.1. — Tho services of 
Philip! t'''^lli"b Liberal Member of Pur- 
liamont, in defence of the SHgo prison- 
ers has been declined. 

A largo meeting of Irishtneu and 
Irish sympathizers was held at New- 
castlo-on-Tyne on Saturday. Meetings 
were also lield on Sunday at Leeds and 
Manchester, wdiere only 300 persons 
were present, and at Eirmingham, 
whore the hall was crowded. At all of 
them resolutions were passed protest- 
ing against tho arrest of Davifct, Daly 
and Killon. One of the greatest demon- 
strations that over occuiTed in County 
Mayo was held at Swinford to-day. 
Nearly 20,000 farmers Avere present. 
Parnell made a speech in support of n 
resolution, which was adopted con- 
demning the action of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Stundard'K eorrespondenb at 
Balla describes tho meeting at Loona- 
nioorc as being singularly tame. 
Less than 1000 persons were present. 

Three additional regiments are re- 
ported under orders to proceed to Ire- 
land. 

London, Nov. 25— Lord Penzance, 
Dean of the Court of Arches, will hold 

court Saturday next, when it is under- 
stood a warrant will be issued com- 
mitting Kev. Alex. Mackonochic to 
prison for disobeying the admonition of 
the court, and for contempt in tearing 
down the com-t's order from the doors 
of his church, 

London, Nov. 25. — Count Schouva- 
lofl' is on tho point of leaving England 
for St. Petersburg. Within the last 
few days he has been paying farewell 
visits. He will present his letters of 
recall as Russian Embassador at Lon- 
don personally to the Queen at the end 
of the present week. It is rumored in 
diplomatic circles that there -will bo 
several changes in tho personnel of the 
London Embassy and Ilussian represen- 
tatives at various European courts. 

DiiniiiN, J7ov, 34.— At the oxaiyiina- 



tion of Daly, Killon and Davitt, in 
Sligo to-day, the court was crowded 
with the friends of the prisoners, inter- 
spersed with policemen, crown officers 
and ladies. The gallery was filled with 
Sligo beauty. Davitt is about 40 years 
old. Ho is one-armed and has black 
side whiskers and mustache. Killon 
is also forty. He has a brown beard 
and mustache, and wore an ulster. 
Daly's case was first called. Several 
witnesses, comprising tho constables 
and shorthand writers, wore 'o.x£iniined 
to prove tho occurrence at tho meeting 
where seditious words M oao alleged to 
liave been uttered. 'J'ho notes of two 
shorthand witnesses for the crown 
proved to be very different verbally, 
though in a sense they wore substan- 
tially the same. Tho defense took aid- 
vantage of the difference to maintain 
that both were inaccurate. Tho de- 
fense called no witnesses, but in conse- 
quence of tho magistrates leaving the 
bench during a short pause, cau.scd by 
th« indisposition of a- witness. Louden 
applied for tho release of the prisoner.'i, 
as the magistrates loft the bench with- 
out adjourning the court or remanding 
the i)risoner.s. The application was 
overruled. Louden then made a short 
speech. Mr. Monroe replied briefly. 
Daly was then comnutted, and bail was 
allowed in the sum of .£1,000. Davitt's 
charge will bo dealt with in the morn- 
ing. Rea threatens to adopt obstruc- 
tive tactics and to continue Killen's 
case for a week-. 

On the news of Daly's liberation 
reaching Castlebar there was great re- 
joicing. Illuminations were prepared 
to celebrate his arrival. Mayo will in- 
sist on his being its future representa- 
tive in Parlianiout. 

London, Nov. 25tli. — A di.siiatcli 
from Dublin to the Times says: "While 
the Irish agitators tell tho public they 
are engaged in legal and constitutional 
agitation, and ostensibly advise tho peo- 
ple to keep within bounds, the country 
abounds with evidence that a difTeroiit 
interpretation has been putjijion their 
language. 'J'lireateiiing notes and acts 
of violence are practical comments up- 
on their words. These acts are evil 
omens for the winter, which is begin- 
ning to bo felt. 

Ddbux, Nov. 25. — A government 
engineer has surveyed tho districts bor- 
dering on the Shannon river, with a 
view to tlic commencement by govern- 
ment of a .scheme for their drainage, 
which is to cost £20,000. The pros- 
pect of employment for laborers- in 
these districts is regarded with great 
satisfaction. 

London, Nov. 23.— Tlie -/-^inVy iVfitw' 
Berlin despatch Hnyn that a private let- 
ter, from a well-informed person at St. 
Petersburg, states that intelligence has 
been received in official circles there to 
the effect that the British Government 
intends to occupy Herat next Spring 
in alliance with Persia. Tho writer 
adds that tho news is gencrallv credit- 
ed. 

Sligo, Nov. 25. — ^Davitt declared ho 
had been convicted of Fenianism in 

England on the evidence of a profes- 
sional perjuror. His cross-examination 
of police witnesses failed to weaken 
the evidence against him, and he was 
committed for trial, bail being accepted. 

Dublin, Nov. 24. — Chas. S. Parnell 
visited;Davitt and Daly in Sligo Jail 
to-day. A report is current that tho 
Government has arranged to advance 
money to tenants on security of their 
landlords, to be repaid in a term of 
years. Parnell has denied the state- 
ment that ho has advised tenants to 
pay their rents. 

London, Nov. 24. — The newspapers 
agree that the arrest of Davitt, Killen, 
and Daly have had tiic effect of reduc- 
ing tho anti-rent agitators to tho aban- 
donment of incendiary language in 
their speeches. 

The DailiJ New.i thinks that the agi- 
tators will henceforth become more dis- 
ciplined and organized, while tho Times 
anticipates that it will soon die out, as 
the audiences will soon tire of listening 
to dull speeches. The only di.squieting 
circuinstancG concerning the meeting at 
Balla on Saturday was the military or- 
der and di.sciplino observed by the pro- 
cessionists, evidently the re.snlt of 
training, 

John Tluiddeus Delano, lute editor 
of tho Times, is dead, aged C9 years. 
He died of Briglit's disease of the kid- 
neyg. 

Cork, Nov. 22. — A detachment of 
troops left hero last night for Butte- 
vant, in this county, in consequence, 
it is supposed, of urgent private infor- 
mation received by the Government. 
There are likely to be sovornl arrests in 
Ireland to-day of well-known ring-lea- 
ders in the present agitation.

2. Any person avIio lets, occupies, or 
knowingly sull'er.s to be occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding ^TiO, in 
tho discretion of any Justico of tho P^'aee 
before wh(jm ho may bo convicted.
